MUSKOGEE, Okla., Nov. 8.—Miss 
Alice Robertson, the only woman

Directors of the Manhattan Co. 
Plan to Double the Capital 
Through Distribution. 


STILL USES 1799 CHARTER 


Institution Is Combine of Enter- 


prises Started by Aaron Burr 
and Alexander Hamilton. 


The Bank of the Manhattan Company, 
the oldest banking institution in the 
United States operating under its orig- 
inal charter, granted in 1799, is prepar- 
ing to distribute to its stockholders a 
stock dividend of 100 per cent. The Di- 
rectors of the bank, which in its present 
form combines the banks founded by 
Aaron Burr and Alexander Hamilton, 
have voted to increase the capital from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000 by the transfer 
of a portion of the surplus of the corpo- 
ration to capital account, and their ac- 
tion will be submitted for approval to 
the stockholders at a special meeting to 
be held on Tuesday, Dec. 5. 

Under the plan, each stockholder of 
record at the close of business on Nov. 28 
will receive an amount of new stock 
equivalent to his holdings at that time. 
As a result of this arrangement, the cor- 
poration will have a capital of $10,000,- 
v00, a surplus of $10,000,000 and undi- 
vided profits of approximately $2,500,000. 

The State of New York will be a bene- 
ficiary under the stock dividend, since 
the State holds $50,600 worth of the 
stock. This is the only banking stock 
held by the State, and the manner of its 
acquisition dates back to 1808, when the 
Manhattan Company asked for a minor 
change in its charter, which was granted 
on consideration that the State of New 
York should have the right to subscribe 
$50,000 of the $50. par value stock of the 
company at par. 

The original capital of the Bank of the 
Manhattan Company was $2,000,000, and 
the subscription to this stock increased 
the capital to $2,050,000, where it re- 
mained until 1918, when the Bank of the 
Metropolis was merged with the Man- 
hattan Company and the capital stock 
was incréased to $2,500,000. On Jan. 13, 
1920, when the Bank of Long Island was 
absorbed, the capital was increased to 
$3,000,000, and on March 29, 1920, the 
Merchants Bank was absorbed by the 
Bank of the Manhattan Company and 
the capital stock was increased to $5,- 
000,000. It was this last merger which 
consolidated two of the oldest banking 
institutions, the Manhattan Company 
founded by Aaron Burr, and the Mer- 
chants Bank, founded by Alexander

The tremendous sweep for Smith, to 
which local issues and his personal popu- 
larity seemed to have contributed, In 
addition to resentment against the Re- 
publican Congress and the national Ad- 
ministration on .various issues, avident 
throughout the country, took with it all 
the other Democratic candidates on the 
State ticket and Dr. Royal S. Copeland, 
Democratic candidate for United States 
Senator, Dr. Copeland showed consider- 
able strength of his own and ran ahead 
of Mr. Smith in some of the rural com- 
munities.

Have Bare Majority of One 
There to Act With the: 7 
New Governor.

NO SOCIALISTS ELECTED; 


Party’s Candidates, However, Ran 


Ahead of Republicans in 
Some Districts. 


The Democratic tidal wave that swept 
Governor-elect Alfred E. Smith and all 
his associates on the Democratic State 
ticket into office with towering majori- 
ties failed to provide him with a safely 
Democratic Legislature to aid him in 
carrying out the legislative program of 
his party. Final returns from the Sen- 
ate and Assembly elections on Tuesday 
show that the Democrats will control 


the State Senate by a bare working ma- 
ority, while the aguindionne will con- 
inue to dominate the Assembly, though 
by a slender majority that will leave 
them only seven votes to spare in put- 
a legislation. 

e make-up of the next Senate will 
be: Democrats, 26; Republicans, 25. The 
next Assembly will be composed of 83 
Republicans and 67 Democrats. To pass 
bills 26 votes are necessary in the Sen- 
ate and 76 in the Assembly, while a 
two-thirds majority of 3f votes in the 
Senate and 100 in the Assembly is re- 
quired to enact certain fiscal measures 
and to override the veto of a Governor. 
On a joint ballot in the Legislature the 
Republicans will have a safe majority 
of 18 votes over the Democrats, the 
whole number being: Republicans, 108; 
Democrats, 93. 

In the present Senate there are 39 Re- 
publicans, 11 Democrats and 1 Socialist, 
so that Tuesday’s election resulted in a 
net loss of fourteen seats in the Senate 
and thirteen in the Assembly and a net 
gain to the Democrats of fifteen seats 
in the Senate and fourteen in the As- 
sembly, of which one in each house was 
won at the expense of the Socialists. It 
is the biggest upset since 1910, whem 
the Democrats won complete control 
not only of the State Administration 
but of both branches of the Legisla- 


ture. 

This city will be represented by a solid 
Democratic delegation in the State Sen- 
ate. Final returns showed that Senator 
Schuyler M. Meyer, who was a candi- 
date for re-election from the Seven- 
teenth Senate District, was defeated by 
Meyer Levy, his Democratic opponent, 
while Assemblyman James H. Caul- 
field, who was a candidate for successor 
to Senator Charles C. Lockwood in the 
Seventh, on complete returns was found 
to have gone down to defeat before 
John A. Hastings, Democrat and a new- 
comer in public life. 

In the Assembly the Republicans lost 
seven out of the fourteen Assembly dis- 
tricts they contrived to carry even in 
the Hylan landslide in this city of a 
year ago. Of the Republican Assembly- 
men-elect five come from Manhattan 
and two from Kings. Joseph F. Ricca, 
one of the latter, would have been de- 
feated by a Socialist but for the fact 
that he was a fusion candidate with 
Democratic support. In Bronx, Queens 
and Richmond the Democrats made 
clean sweeps in the Senate and Assem- 
bly elections. 

If Governor-elect Smith could have 

icked what branch of the Legislature 

e would prefer to have under the con- 
trol of his own party, he undoubtedly 
would have chosen the Senate. Both in 
the appointment of important admin- 
istrative officials, which are subject to 
the confirmation of the Senate, and in 
the removal of public officers by the 
Governor the Senate plays an important 
part, while the Assembly is not con- 
cerned. 

_ The latest returns from the elections 
up-State added to the extent of the 
Republican disaster in Albany County, 
the old political bailiwick of William 
Barnes. Not only did the Republicans 
lose two out of three Assembly districts 
in Albany County, but they suffered de- 
feat in the Senate election as well. De- 
spite his personal popularity and the in- 
fiuence he wielded in the organization 
of his party in Albany County and as a 
man of affairs, and notwithstanding a 
record of many years’ service in the 
State Senate, Henry M. Sage, the Re- 
publican candidate for State Senator, 
was defeated by his Democratic oppo- 
nent, William T. Byrne, a young lawyer. 

Revised returns from Onondaga, Gov- 
ernor Miller's home county, which was 
earried by Governor-elect Smith, show 
that the Republicans there managed to 
elect their candidates for the Legisla- 


. ture, though early returns had indicated 


their defeat. Senator George R. Fearon, 
Republican candidate for re-election, 
won in this normally strong Republican 
district with the slender plurality of 250. 
The early returns had all the three Re- 
publican candidates for Assembly de- 
feated in Onondaga but the final re- 
turns last night gave all three victory, 
ene of them, G, J. Chamberlin in the 
Second —_—, by a plurality of only 
thirty-eigh 
ene every Socialist-Farmer Labor 
candidate for legislative office went 
down to defeat in Tuesday’s election, 
complete returns show that in a num- 
ber of districts in this city the candi- 
dates of this group received more votes 
than did the Republican candidate. In 
the Fourteenth Senate District in Man- 
hattan, Louis Waldman, the Socialist 
candidate, ran about 2,000 votes ahead of 
the Republican candidate. In the Twelfth 
also in Manhattan—Abraham Zucker, 
the Bocialist, fell only forty-one votes 
short of the strength shown by his Re- 
ublican opponent. Samuel Orr ran 
ar ahead of the Republican candidate 
for Senate in the Twenty-second Dis- 
trict in the Bronx. In four Manhattan 
Assembly districts—the Fourth, Eighth, 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth; three Bronx 
districts—the Third, Fourth and Fifth— 
and in the Fourteenth Assembly District 
fn Kings the Republican candidates ran 
third.

IN JERSEY GROWS 


Belated Returns Are Expected 
to Give Senator-Elect 
91,000 Lead. 


SILZER IS 45,000 AHEAD 


Galns Also Predicted for Governor- 
Elect—“Has No Apologies,” 
Says Frelinghuysen. 


Governor Edward I. Edwards was 

elected to the United States Senate from 
New Jersey by a plurality of sbout 
90,000 over Senator Joseph 8. Freling- 
huysen, personal and political friend of 
President Harding. Already the polit- 
ical friends of Edward were discussing 
yesterday the chances that he might be 
the Democratic Presidential nominee in 
1924 on a wet platform. 
* Judge George 8. Silzer, the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, will have a 
plurality of about 45,000 when all the 
returns are in. 

The returns indicate that the Repub- 
licans will have seventeen seats in the 
Senate and the Democrats four, with 


forty-four Republicans in the Assembly 
and sixteen Democrats. 

Returns from 2,898 election districts 
out of 2,464 in the State gave Edwards 
448,794 votes and Frelinghuysen 854,241, 
showing a plurality for Edwards of 
89,553. The samé number of districts 
Foxe Silazer 414,001, against 871,990 for 

iliam N. Runyon, me Republican 
candidate for Governor, a lead of 42,011. 
It was estimated that the sixty-six miss- 
ing districts might carry the lead of 
Governor Edwards a thousand or 80 
&bove 90,000, and possibly run Silzer’s 
figures close to 45,000. 

About forty of the missing districts 
were in Bergen County, but politicians 
in Hackensack last night estimated that 
the county had gone to the two leaders 
of the Democratic Party by about 3,000 
votes. They did not believe that the 
rest of the election districts would be 
in until today. The other missing dis- 
tricts re scattered over the State, 
mostly in rural communities. 


Returns Come In Slowly.

City to 19,896 for Frelinghuysen, and 
Silzer got 66,573 to 18,018 for Runyon 
Most of the Republican appointees in 
Hudson County reach the end of their 
terms in Jersey City within a few 
months, giving large patronage to the 
victorious Democrats. 


Stokes Blames Wet Issue, 


E. C. Stokes, Republican State Chalir- 
man, conceded that the 
candidates was due in large part to the 
views in New Jersey on the Volstead 
act. 

“An alibi is never satisfactory after 
a defeat,"’ he said. ‘‘ The Democrats 
won because they feceived the most 
votes. The lessons are manifest. It 
is evident that the voters of New Jer- 
sey are against the provisions of the 
Volstead act as now constituted.

COUNT VETERAN'S VOTE 
CAST AFTER DEATH 


New Jersey Boards Approve Bal- 
lot Placed in Box by Elec- 


tion Of fici 


Special to The New York Times. 

ORANGB, N. J., Nov. 8.—The vote of 
a dead man was dropped into the ballot 
box here on Hlection Day, and the Hssex 
County Hlection Board and the District 
Board both held that the vote was valid 
and should be counted. James H. Owen, 
a member of the County Hlection Board, 
walked into the polling place for the 
Fifth Blection District of the Fourth 
Ward on Election Day, bringing with 
him the marked ballot of John H. Bilis, 
a veteran of the World War, who had 
been a patient in the Hssex Mountain 
Sanitarium at Verona. 

‘*Don’t you know that this man is 
dead? ’’ asked Homer J. Berger, a mem-~ 
ber of the local board. Owen said that 
he did not. The ballot, he said, had 
been properly marked and sent accord- 
ing to the law to the county board at 
Newark. He had delivered it, he added, 
as he had-been detailed to do. 

Ellis was a son of Joseph G. Ellis, who 
{s attached to the Sheriff's office here, 
and he was known not only to the mém- 
bers of the board, but to most of those 
who paupenes to be in the polling place 
at the time. The board members ha 
already heard of his death. There was 
a conference, and it was decided that as 
Ellis had lived for five and a half hours 
on Election Day his ballot was valid. 

Those in the polling place learned what 
had happened, and hats were taken off 
as Patrick Conroy, judge of the board 
took the marked ballot and dropped it 
into the box. One woman cried. Bilis 
was 17 years old when he enlisted, and 
Tuesday was his first chance to vote. He 
was anxious to vote for pa warcs. and 
so on his deathbed he marked his ballot. 


NEWBERRY ISSUE BIG, 
BONUS SMALL IN VOTE 


Returns Show Reaction on Michi- 
gan Senator’s Case in Other 
States in West. 


The Newberry issue, is is indicated 
by election returns, was a controlling 
one in Michigan and probably also in 
the State of Washington. 

Senator Townsend, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads, who has been defeated by 
ex-Governor Woodridge N. Ferris in 
Michigan, had to face the issue of New- 
| berryism. He stood by his colleagne 
in that memorable fight and made one 
| of the closing pleas for Newberry's ex- 
oneration. 

In Iowa Brookhart, who is a La Fol- 
lette man, made Newberryism one of 
his main planks. Shipstead of Minne- 
sota, the first member of the Farm- 
er-Labor Party to win a seat in Con- 
gress, is another who used the New- 
berry issue. He made much of the fact 
that Senator Kellogg voted to exonerate 
| Newberry. Howell of Nebraska is also 
| understood to be anti-Newberry. 

Senator Poindexter, the veteran from 
the State of Washington, was one of 
a small group of Republican Senators 
who did not make up their minds until 
the last minute as to the course they 
would pursue in the Newberry case, In 
the end he and Kellogg, who was in the 
' same dilemma, voted for Newberry, and, 
as in the case of Kellogg, that vote 
| was one of the big obstacles that faced 
him in his campaign for re-election. 

When some of his constituents de- 
manded of him why hé yoted for New- 
berry, Poindexter wrote a long letter 
in which he said that he voted as he 
did because of the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court which, he 
declared, had held Newberry blameless 
of the of debauching the elec- 
torate of Michigan by the expenditure 
of more than $200,000. The anti-New- 
berry Senators challenged Poindexter's 
reason and in turn wrote letters to 
Washington in which they charged that 
he had misrepresented the Supreme 
Court, which had not exonerated New- 
berry, they said, but had cleared him 
on a technicality. 

While Townsend and Poindexter would 
seem to have drawn the resentment of 
their constituents because of the course 
they pursued, {it 18 aiso worthy of note 
tnat one of the nine Republicans— 
Sutherland of West Virginia—who voted 
to unseat Newberry, and Senator 
Pomerene, who directed the battle to 
have him voted out of the Senate, were 
both defeated. 

The returns show that four Senators 
who voted for the Soldiers’ Bonus bill 
and subsequently voted to override Pre. 
|} sident Harding’s veto of that bill, and 
three Senators who voted against the 
bill and followed that action up by vot- 
ing to sustain the President were de- 
feated. On the other hand, twelve Sen- 
ators who favored the passage of the 
bill and voted to repudiate the President, 
were re-elected, and the election of 
Poindexter, is considered to be in doubt, 
Four of the uncomprising’ opponents of 
bonus legislation were vindicated by the 
electorate. 

The re-elected bonus Senators are Ash- 
urst, Johnson, McLean, Lodge, Reed of 
Missouri, Pittman, Gerry, McKellar, 
Trammell, La_ Follette, Kendrick and 
Jones of New Mexico.

The future of the Transit Commission, 
repeal of the Mullan-Gage prohibition 
enforcement act in the State, establish- 
ment of home rule and Democratic vic- 
tory in 1924 were discussed yesterday 
by candid&tes, succegsful and unsuccess- 
ful, and others who figured in the cam- 
paign in this State.

Brooklyn 
has been very kind to me, and.I am un- 
der many obligations to the citizens of 
this borough. I shall at once enter 
actively into my business affairs.’’ 

Calder Partly Blames Bonus. 


Asked as to als views on the Demo- 
cratic landslide, he said:

WILSON CALLED REED 


VICTORS AND LOSERS; 


MAN WITHOUT PARTY 


Letter Written Before Election 
Said a Victory Would Be 
by Republican Votes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Moi, Nov. 8.—A letter 
written by former President Woodrow 
Wilson to Formér Governor Lon V. 
Stephens on Oct. 27, ten days before the 
election, designating Senator James A. 
Reed, who was re-elected yesterday for 
his third term after having been re- 
pudiated by his party two yéars ago, as 
‘‘a man without a party,’’ and stating 
that if elected he would be in the Senate 
“repudiated by Democrats and elected 
above their own man by Republican 
votes,”’ was given to The Post-Dispatch 
this afternoon for publication with the 
permission of ex-Governor Stephens. 

The letter, which was not made public 
during the campaign, was in reply to 
one to the former President from ex- 
Governor Stephens. In view of the fact 
that Reed’s plurality in the election yes- 
terday was due to the vote he received | 
in St. Louis and in the so-called German | 
counties, which usually return heavy | 
Republican pluralities, the letter is re- 
garded as timely. 

The former President's letter was as 
follows:

Oct. 27, 1922. 

My Dear Governor Stephens: 

I am sincerely obliged to you for 
your letter of Oct. 21. I know how 
entirely competent you are tod assess

I do not think that I ought to at- 
tempt any advice as to the election.

His wife, in 
a dinner gown, stood beside him while 
réportérs questioned Mr. Carpender at 
his home last: evening. Mr. and Mrs. 
Carpender éxpressed themselves as sur- 
prised that reporters should ask him 
about his whereabouts on the night of 
Sept. 14, although the authorities had 
not questioned him.

Denies He Is a Pistol Expert.

SUES FIRMS IN FOUR STATES 


Individual Members Joined—aAction 
is Also Brought Against Rich- 
ard Hudnut, Inc. 


Suit was instituted by the Government 
Yesterday against the Fur Dressers and 
Fur Dyers Association, Inc., and of the 
firms and individuals composing it on 
charges of conspiring to violate the | 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law. Inquiry Into : 
the methods of the association was be- | 
gun early in the year by Ryland W. | 
Joyce, Guy D. Goff and David A. L’Es- | 
perance, special Government attorneys. 

The firms named in the complaint are 
located in this State and in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and Connecti- 
cut. 

It is alleged that the members of the 
association have been ruled by an il- 
legal constitution and by-laws, that the 
delivery of skins is denied to any person 
‘whose name appears upon a list of per- 
gons failing to pay their bills in accord- 
ance with the rules of the association, 
except upon payment in cash, and that 
each member is obliged to pay $500 upon 
joining the association with the under- 
sianding that this money shall be for- 
feited for any infraction of the rules, 
which it is alleged hinder, obstruct and 
prevent the shipment of 70 per cent. of 
fur skins to and among the various 
States. 

The complaint asks that the associa- 
tion be declared illegal, that its officers, 
members, agents and employes be per 
petually restrained from continuing to 
pursue its present policy, from forming 
@nother association with similar pur- 
poses.

_ SAYS HOPE OR MUSIC F 
~ RESTS WITH WOMEN 


They Must “Bribe, Cajoie i 
Tempt” the Men to Like It, 
Declares Walter Damrosch. 


COMPARES IDEAS ABROAD 


Conductor Urges Teaching of Art, 


in Scheolé to Develop an 


Appreciation. 


The women of America love music far 
more than the men, and it is the women 
who have done most to develop the art 
in this country, declared Walter Dam- 
Tosch, conductor of the New York Sym- 
phony Society, in a talk to the members 
of the Woman Pays Club at their 
weekly luncheon in the Hotel Algonquin 
yesterday. He urged women to “ bribe, 
cajole and tempt” their fathers, 
brothers and sons into a cultivation of 
music. 


“‘It is the function of a great art to 
bring people together socially,” said Mr. 
Damrosch, ‘‘ but music in America has | 
acted almost so as to separate them, be- | 
cause men haven’t shared to anything | 
like the normal degree the women’s love 
for and support of that art. The av- 
erage business man is mighty hg, 
with his women folk in giving them | 
money to go to concerts or cultiv ate | 
music in their homes, but on one con- 
dition—that he does not have to Hsten 
to it himeelf."’ 


There are 100 women for every man 


studying music in this country today, 

r. Damrosch asserted, He explained | 
this in part by thé very natural emo- 
tional outlet that women find in music, 
as in nothin else. 

** Nevertheless,” he went on, “this 
condition has led to a very one-sided 
development of music. Indeed, such: ¢ 
music as we now have in America owes | 
its well-being almost exclusively to 
Women. Contrast this with Europe, 
where the sons study the violin and 
viola and cello, or in the poorer fam- 
flies the oboe, clarinet, bassoon or some 
other wind instrument and then join 
the village orchestra. The families 
there cultivate chamber music, with 
concerts in their own homes in which 
both the boys ana girls take part. | 
Why, in our own private schools, such 
es Groton and St. Marks, music is not 
@ven a part of the daily curriculum. A 
boy who stays in from the baseball 
field or the tennis court to practice on 
the violin or the plano is called a 
‘sissy’ by the other boys and soon 
gives it up... In many: public schools 
throughout the country, in San Fran- 
cisco, Columbus, Ohio, and elsewhere, I 
am glad to Say a very excellent move- 
ment for the eStablishment of school! 
orchestras is under way and is spread- 
ing all the time. That is the sort of 

hing that is needed, so that our boys 
may learn to love music.”

Mischa Levitzki’s Piatto Recital. 


Mischa Levitzki, pianist, has steadily 
| advanced in his own way as an artist in 


| the years since he first appéared i New 


York, and in his favor with the public. 
There was a large audience at his con- 
cert in Carnegie Hall last evening, in 
which there were many musicians. Mr. | 
Levitzki is a musician of fine intimacies, 
delicacies and reserves. His style is in- 
diviudally his own, as is his teehniqué, 
exceedingly finished, unfailing in its 
correctness, endjess in its minute grada- 
tions. His tone is of an exquisite purity 
and pearly opalescence: he never permits 
the piano to utter a harshness or a tone 


that is out of the picture as he conceives 
it. 


Mr. Levitzki’s way of looking upon 
music is thus something of @ miniatiiré 
way. It is entrancing, it is inimitable; 
and as he plays, his playing almost car- 
ries his listeners captive.’ In many 


things it cannot be gainsaid. “In many 
others it charms, but cannot carry con- 
viction. 
Mr. Levitzki's playing , of Schumanh’s | 
*‘ Htude Symphoniques,’’ for instance, is 
radiant with endless beauties of tone, ed 
phrasing, of pointed and graciously 
poetic expression. But there aré othé 
aspects of this music that are not re. 
vealed to him: its soaring Pa iv pres 
its impulsive, romantic feeling, its m~ag- 
nificence. Mr. Levitzki, like Mr. Mol- 
serwitsch, the other day, did not make | 
the ‘* Etudes Symphoniques ”’ bi 
enough. So, likewise, nothing coulc 
have shown greater finesse or glowing 
delicacy than the ‘‘ Chromatic Fafnta- 
sies’’ of Bach, under his fingers; no 
reater clearness in the enunciation of | 
he voices than the fugue that follows. | 
But the deeper romantic warmth of the |

The Mussolini Government of Italy

Don Gelasio is named after one of his 
coHateral ancestors, Pope Gelasius Jh, 
who reigned in the first part the 
twelfth century. He was the first Pope 
to come from the family. The second 
was Boniface VIII. 

The new Ambassador was born in the 
historic Roman house of the Caetani, 30 
Via Monte Savello, March 7, 1877. He 
is partly English, for his mother, the 
was

He was privately educated and’ then 
took some scientific courses at the Uni- 
versity of Rome. Matriculating at Co- 
lumbia in 1899, he was graduated in 
Applied Sciences in 1903. He then went

CANADA BLAMES TARIFF. 


Interprets Republican Defeat Here 
as Reaction From Fordney Law. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 8.—Republican 
reverses in yesterday’s elections in the 
United States were Interpreted here to- 


os | largely as a reaction ‘from the Re- 
publican Tariff bill, which is unpopular 
in Canada. 

The passing of the Fordney Tariff 
bill seriously affected certain classes of 
Canadian exports, particularly agricul- 
tural products, and W. S. Fielding, Min- 
ister of Finance, went to Washington in 
March and had discussions with Presi- 
dent Harding and leading members of 
Congress touching on reciprocity. When 
nothing came of the negotiations, Mr. 
Fielding, speaking in the House of Com- 
mons, intimated that for the time be- 
ing Canada proposed to ‘‘ await the turn 
of events at Washington.”’ 

Canada has since been finding new 
outlets for her foreign trade. Mr. Field- 
ing is now in Paris negotiating with 
the French Government a new and prob- 
ably wider trade treaty. He also has 
opened negotiations with Italy with a 
view to extending trade relations along 
similar lines, and J. A. Robb, Minister 
of Trade and Commerce, has gone to 
Australia to negotiate a treaty under 
which it is hoped to obtain for Cana- 
dian products in the Australian market 
the benefit of British preference, giv- 
ing similar concessions to Australia in 
the Canadian market.

Lady Strathcona’s Effort Failed 
—Said to Have Been Due 
te Gratitude.

LONDON, Nov. 8,—Lady Strathcona 
made a gallant effort, the newspapers 
announce, to save the banking firm of 
Sir Charles R. MceGrigor & Co., just be- 
fore it suspended ten days ago. She had 
absolutely no business connection with 
the firm and no _ responsibility, but 


;}merely for old friendship’s sake with 


Sir James McGrigor, one of the present 


partners, she handed him her personal 
check for £100,000 the day before the 
bank closed its doors. 

The failure of the McGrigor Bank has 
been of small importance to any but the 
depositors. It was a private concern 
which held a privileged position as one 
of the ‘‘army agents’’ through which 
commissioned officers of certain regt- 
ments received their pay, and thereby it 
gained the private accounts of a number 
of clients whose fathers or mothers had 
been in the army. It occupied conse- 
quently the same position as the well- 
known Cox & Co., although it was very 
much smaller. 

And now the story is told that a few 
hours before it faiied Lady Strathcona 
drove in her automobile to its Panton 
Street office and sent in her name to 
Sir James. Sk was at once admitted t¢ 
his. private .office and there tendered 
him a check for £100,000. He informed 
her that her gift was useless as far as 
saving the: bank was concerned, but 
she persisted in paying it in. 

Asked about her motives today by The 
Evening Standard, Lady Strathcona 


aid: 

“TI did it with my eyes‘open and be- 
cause Sir James McGrigor was an old 
friend. Beyond that I do not desire to 
go into details.”’ 

It is; however, said that when Lord 
Strathcona was plain Donald Smith, a 
poor Scottish laddie, it was Sir James's 
father who provided him with money to 
go to Canada where he made his im- 
mense fortune.

NEW FIGHT ON RODEO ACT. 


Move to Stop Wrestling Stunt With 
Bull Goes to Criminal Court. 


Action by the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals and 
the Humane Society tg eliminate the 
bull-wrestling act from the rodeo in 
Madison Square Garden was changed 
yesterday from the civil to the criminal 
courts, when Supreme Court Justice Mc- 
Avoy vacated the temporary injunction 
granted last Saturday by Justice Wag- 
ner.

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—The Wirth Gov- 
ernment’s second note in answer to 
the Reparation Commission's  pre- 
emptorv request. for coficrete detailed 
proposals on Germany’s part for the 
stabilization was no more satisfactory 
than its vague predecessor. 
The Wirth Government proposes as an 


inevitable postulate to any stabilization 
action a long and complete moratorium 
for Germany. Furthermore, it pro- 
poses again ar international ‘loan in 
which the Reichsbank would be willing 
to participate, but the Wirth Govern- 
ment still does. not commit itself to or 
even suggest any concrete. detailed 
Measures of self-held on Germany's 
part for stabilizing the mark. 

In this latest move the Wirth Gov- 
ernment enthusiastically falls back on 
the report and recommendations of the 
committee of foreign financial experts, 
particularly exploiting tre one recom- 
mendation that most appeals to the 
Germans, that of a moratorium, while 
carefully non-committedly skating over 
the thin ice of the committee recom- 
mendations as to what Germany should 
do for her part. 

The majority report signed by four 
members, Dr. Jenks, Keynes of Great 
Britain, Cassel of Sweden and Brand of 
France, makes as the principal points: | 

First, that the paper mark cannot be 
Stabilized under present conditions; 

Second, that the paper mark can be! 
provisionalily stabilized at 3,000 to 3,500 
to the dolar if Germany receives at | 
least a two-year moratorium covering 
both cash and material reparations and | 
if Germany employs an adequate part 
of the Reichsbanks gold reserve in buy- 
ing up paper marks; 

Third, that every stabilization plan 
must necessarily be provisional until a 
final speedy and practicable solution of 
the reparation problem is found. 

The Wirth Government assumed a 
optimistic attitude as a result of this 
report, but the Boerse took a different 
view. The mark, which had recovered 
to around 8,000 early in the morning, 
dropped to 9,500, then rallied to 9,100.

Recluse Starves to Death 
In His New Jersey Home

WASHINGTON, N. J., Nov. 8— 
Frederick Swartz, 50 years old, a re- 
cluse, was found dead of starvation 
in his home at Belvidere, ten miles 
from here, this morning. 

Swartz had not been seen for three 
days when Mrs. Margaret Cavelle, a 
neighbor, went to his house. She 
looked through a window and saw 
the man’s body lying on a couch. 
She called neighbors, who broke open 
a door. County Physician G. W. 
Cummins said that Swartz had been 
dead thirty-six hours and that the 
apparent cause of death was starva- 
tion. Not a crumb of food was found 
in the house and only 2 cents were 
found in Swartz’s person. 

Neighbors were puzzled over the 
case, because Swartz had worked, 
and, even if he had not been able to 
buy food, many would have been 
glad to have helped him. He might 
also have sold articles from his 
house, they pointed out, which he 
had inherited, completely furnished, 
from his mother a few years ago.

CLASHES OCCUR IN MUNICH 


Socialists Worsted In Fight, With 
Fascistl, Who Are Belng — 
Reinforced From Tyrol. 


MTNICH, Bavaria, Nov. 8 (Associated 
Press).—Dr. Eugen yon Knilling of the 
German People’s Party has been elected 
Premier of Bavaria by the Diet. 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The Amsterdam 
correspondent of the Exchange Tele- 
graph Company, says that alarming 
news if being received from Berlin con- 
cerning the rapid growth of Fascisti ac- 
tion in Bavaria. At Munich, the report 
said, fierce fighting took place between 
the Fascisti and Soclalists, and the 
Socialists got the worst of it. 

Seven companies of well-armed Fas- 
cisti, wearing steel helmets and march- 
ing to tunes from fifteen bands, have 
departed from Tyrol. 

Yesterday a meeting of the executives 
of the Socialist party decided to re- 
cruit detachments from the workers un- 
der the command of military officers, 
in order to defend the offices of the 
Socialist newspaper, Munchener Post, 


and the headquarters of the trade 
unions. 


BERLIN, Nov. 8 (Associated Press).— 
Alarming rumors from Bavaria of an 
impending coup @’état are being treated 
with considerable skepticism in the po- 


litical circles of the capital, as such re- 
ports have recurred periodically for 
some timé. 

A Sroup of reactionaries calling them- 
selves National Socialists have evidently 
been fired by the success of the Fascisti 
movement in Italy, and are desirous of 
emulating the latter’s achievements. It 
is very doub ful 
Social sts enJoy any support from the 
chief political parties of Bavaria, in 
spite of reiterated assertions that these 
parties are favorable to the restoration 
of the monarchy. 

Another aspect is presented by the 
Munich correspondent of the Zwoelf-Uhr 
Blatt, who says the National Socialists 
are beginning to don uniforms consist- 
ing of a tani o’shanter, gray blouse and 
black, white and red arm band bearing 
an anti-Seinitic swastika. 


The leader of the movement, this cor- | 


respondent adds, is ong Herr Hittler, 
who is satd to be desirous of becoming 
a Bavarian Myssolini. The Bavarian So- 
clalists are taking defensive measures. 

Count Hugo Lerchenfeld, the Bavarian 
Prime Minister, tendered his resignation 
to the President of the Diet on Nov. 4. 
Advices from Berlin previously had an- 
nounced the imminence of the resigna- 
tion owing to the Government's diffi- 
culties with the agrarian party growing 
out of Lerchenfeld’s economic proposals 
to the Central Government in Berlin. 
The People’s Party was declared to be 
opposed to Lerchenfeld’s policy in this 
respect. 

Advices from Munich later on said the 
members of the Right who were criti- 
ceising the Lerchenfeld Government as 
being too weak and submissive, were 
casting about to find a leader who would 
stand in an ‘‘ Anti-Berlin’’ platform. It 
was added that the coalition parties in 
the Government were reported to have 
agreed on Dr. von Knilling, who was 
Bavarian Minister of Education under 
the monarchy. 


ENGLAND WILL SEND 
FINANCE MINISTER HERE 


Stanley Baldwin Coming Before 
New Year to’ Discuss Fund- 
ing of British Debt. 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (Associated Press). 
—The new Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Stanley Baldwin, is going to the United 
States before the first of the new year 
to conduct the war debt funding nego- 
tiations in place of Sir Robert Horne, 
who was forced to forego the trip be- 
cause of the change in Government. An 
announcement to this effect was made 
by Lord Curzon, the Foreign Secretary, 
today at a meeting in the Cannon Street 
Hotel. 

“Our friendship with America,’’ said 
Lord Curzon, “js a tradition and a 
principle of British policy. We shall pay 


our debt to America. We are paying it, 
and a great and substantial payment 
will be made this month. 

“At the end of the year Stanley Bald- 
win (Chancellor of the Exchequer) is 
going to America to conduct the nego- 
tiations which were to have been ini- 
tiated by Sir Robert Horne.” 


SUN CURES TUBERCULOSIS. 


Success of Hellotherapy Is Reported 
to French Academy. 


PARIS, Nov. 8 (Associated Press).— 
More extensive use of heliotherapy, or 
sun batrs, in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis has been urged upon the Acad- 
emy of Medicine by Dr. Armand Delille. 
He reported that a number of tuber- 
cular cases and also sufferers from peri- 
tonitis had been cured by sun baths in 
various sanitariums in Southern France. 

Dr. Delille said he believed the solar 
treatment would be effective in Paris 
during the sunny season. 


The sun cure was further praised by 
Dr. Maurice Benoit, who declared it was 
beneficial for-cancer. He reported on 
experiments with mice where retarding 
effects have been achieved through the 
use of actinic rays and white light. 

Statistics were presented to the insti- 
tute to show that cancer is unknown in 
the tropics and prevalent in _ colder 
countries, in proportion to their lack of 
clear sunshine.

The East Tenth Street building is an 
abandoned car barn. The paper was 
taken there after the Jane Street fire.

Chief Appleby said be had 
found two checks, one for $12,200 and 
the other for $6,000, given to Strumpf by 
Mannie Kessler, the alleged ‘‘ master 
mind ’’ bootlegger. 

John J. Cryan, owner of the Florida 
House, a café at 75 South Street, got 
into trouble yesterday both with the 


police and the Federal agents because 


of his desire to overdo his celebration of 
Smith’s election. Charles 
Guttman and Harry Drescher, on the 
staff of Gus J. Simons, Chief Enforce- 
ment Agent for the State, visited the 
café and represented themselves as gas 
inspectors.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 8.—The combina- } 
tion of the Rancocas Stable and Jockey | 
Earl Sande scored a double triumph at| 
Pimlico today, when Knobbie captured | 
the first of the Pimlico graded handi- 
caps at a mile and the two-year-old 
Rigel led home a band of juveniles in a 
purse race over the six-furlong routo. 

Knobbie’s victory was something of a 
@urprise to the patrons of the mutuels, 
@s the Glen Riddle Farm’s Dinna Care 
had been made a strong favorite. The 
Pimlico graded handicaps, all at a mile, 
are run in three divisions, the horses 
being classed according to their merits. | 
Knobbie’s victory was in the Class A| 
event. 

Dinna Care had scored an easy vic- 
tory over Exodus and other good horses 
only a few days ago, and for that rea- 
£0n he was selected to defeat Knobbie. 
For the first half mile of the race it 
Seemed that he would justify the confi- 
dence reposed in him. Dinna Care beat 
Knobbie to the first turn with a fine 
show of speed, and opened up a lead of 
two lengths as he galloped through the 
backstretch. Knobbie was second, and, 
as he is usually a front runner, his 
chances did not look any too good.

But Sande was riding a waiting race. 
Nearing the turn out of the backstretch, 
he began to move up with Knobbie, and 
then suddenly shot past the leader. 
Dinna Care made one effort to regain 
his position, and then faltered badly. 
Knobble began to draw away, and in 


the short run through the stretch he 
had no opposition. He finished with an 
advantage of two and one-half lengths. 
Jd. K. L. Ross’s Baby Grand came on 
with a rush in the last sixteenth, and, 
catching the tired Dinna Care, took the 
place. 

In the two-year-old dash the Rancocas 
Stable horses finished first and second, 
Whirlwind taking the place three-quar- 
ters of a length back of his stable mate, 
Rigel.

In the stretch run Fator made a rush 
with Whirlwind and gave Rigel a strong 
atruggle through the last sixteenth, the 
Stable mates fighting it out as though 
they were separately owned. Whirl- 
wind's race was a big improvement over 
his last one, when he showed speed but 
estopped very badly nearing home.

The Class B Graded Handicap pro- 
vided one of the surprises of the day 
when J. S. Cosden’s Blazes suddenly 
came to life and scored an easy victory, 
paying $28.10 to holders of $2 mutuel 
tickets.

MULDOON DOES NOT. 


INTEND TO RESIGN 


Says Result of Election Will 
Have No Effect on Duties as 
State Athletic Head. 


Declares He Will Not Relax In Ef- 
fort to Drive Gambling Ele- 
ment From the Sport. 


William Muldoon, Chairman of the 
State Athletic Commission, and an ap- 
pointee of Governor Miller, has no inten- 
tion of resigning from his post as lead- 
er of the State’s boxing body. Thus 
the Chairman tersely summarized his at- 
titude last night following the defeat of 
the Bxecutive who appointed him. Wi 
the election over, a new Governor 
chosen, and numerous eligibles for an 
office such as head of the State Athletic 
Commission, speculation was rife yes- 
terday on the possible future of the 
present incumbent and his associates, 

“If I am going to resign it is news 
to me,’’ said Chairman Muldoon, “I 


was appointed on July 1, 1921, for a 
period of three years, and unless I am 
asked to resign I intend to serve my full 
term, which will not expire until 1924. 
With the election over and a new Gover- 
nor elected, I suppose jt is only natural 
for discussion on any matter that af- 
fects office holders in State depart- 
ments. Maybe I will be expected to re- 
lax in my duties, but anybody who en- 
tertains the idea that I will do so in 
administerine the duties of my office 
will experience an unexpected surprise. 
[ intend to go right along as I have been 
doing—performing the duties entrusted 
to me to the best of my ability. 


Likes the Governor-Elect. 


**I don’t know whether the political 
situation will have any effect on the 
State Athletic Commission or its mem- 
bers. I know Governor-elect Smith and 
like him very much. He is the type of 


man anybody would like and admire. 
What he thinks of me I don’t know. 
Whether he approves of my methods in 
administering the boxing law I don't 
know. Only the future will determine 
| that. But I do Know that the newly- 
elected Governor is not the type of man 
to pledge a position to anybody as a 
political reward. 

have several matters that occupy 
| my attention just now and I am going 
along as if there had been no election. 
I have had the full support of Governor 
Miller since I undertook the adminis- 
tration of the boxing law. I would 
; welcome such support from the Gover- 
nor-elect if he decides to retain my ser- 
vices in this important State department 
after he takes office. If he thinks a 
| change is necessary, however, all that 
|; will be necessary for my withdrawal 
will be a hint or a notification to that 
effect. I do not intend to wait until I 
am kicked out. 

“One of the things T am working on 
just now is the gambling situation in its 
relation to boxing. It is a matter that 
| is receiving a great deal of my attention, 
| for this is one of the things that must be 
| regarded as a real menace to profes- 
|} sional boxing. These professional gam- 
| blers must be kept out of boxihg clubs. 

Because T don’t want to be unfair in the 

matter, I am proceeding cautiously. I 
| do not want to accuse antbody of being 
}a professional gambler unless I have 
positive proof of it. 











On the Black List. 


idea of a professional gambler 
is one who has no other or no legitimate 
source of income, a man who depends 
entirely on what he can make out of bet- 
ting. He is not the type of man I like, 
and when I discover who he is his name 
will be placed on a blacklist. Anybody 
on this blacklist must be kept away 
from boxing clhibs. I have three or four 
names on the list now, Others will be 
added as we go along. 

‘Of course, we can't 
boxing or any other sport. That ‘I'll 
bet you’ starts with us when we are 
little tots and soes right along with us 
as we grow older. That is betting, how- 
ever. It is not gambling. The gambler 
is the fellow who sits around at a fight 
club and makes a business of laying 
money. He makes book on the fights, 
inflicting inconvenience on respectable 
patrons of the sport as he jumps up and 
climbs about In taking wagers.

Conflicting statements by two women 
and others concerning the identity of a 
body buried in September as that of 
William J. Devlin, a carpenter, who had 
lived for two years in the home of Mr. 


and Mrs. Andrew B. Perdoch at 860' 


Bast 165th Street, Bronx, caused the 
New York Life Insurance Company to 
obtain a permit to open the grave a 
few days ago in St. John’s Cemetery, 
Brooklyn, for an examination. When 
the body was exhumed the sister of 
Devlin, Mrs. Margaret A. O’Connor, of 
279 West 150th Street, declared that it 
was not that of her brother, 


Devlin disappeared in April. On Sept. 


17 a body was found in the Harlem 
River near 189th Street. It was iden- 
tified by Mrs. Mary A. Ludwig, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Perdoch. who flied 
a claim with the company 
life insurance left by Devlin. In a 
statement yesterday Mrs. O’Connor 


said: 


‘My brother lived with me for thirty- 
one years and I could not be mistaken in 
denying that the rnmate of the grave in 
the Brooklyn cemetery is his body.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. — Georges 
Clemenceau, who was war Premier of 
France, will speak twice in New York 
City, once on Nov. 21 and again at the 
end of his trip through the United 
States. 

Ambassador Jusserand will meet M.

York, and this was taken today by Ad- 
ministration authorities to mean that 
the former Premier will not attack any 
of the policies of the Harding Adminis- 
tration and will content himself with 
general statements concerning the duty 
of America, as he sees it, to enter into 
active relations with the countries of 
Europe. 

After his New York speech of Nov. 21

speak, and later he will go to Chicago, 
Kansas City, New Orleans, Washington, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia.

Wall Street and the Election. 


After the close, it was admitted that 
the stock market showed the financial 
community in general to be little dis- 
turbed over the sweeping opposition vic- 
tory in Tuesday’s election.

The time limit for the deposit of Mexi-

; change, expired at midnight. E. L. Do- 
heny, Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors, yesterday said that it was impossi- 
ble to state just how much stock was de- 
posited under the plan, as the Guaranty 
Trust Company and Blair & Company, 
| the local depositaries, were swamped 
with Wall Street runners up to a late 
hour depositing certificates for the pur- 
pose of exchange. In addition the two 
Western depositaries were not heard 
from up to a late hour. Mr. Doheny 
said, however, that up to 2 o'clock yes- 
terday a total of about 50,000 shares of 
common and preferred had been depos- 
ited and that this total would probably 
exceed 70,000 shares when all returns 
have been compiled. 

According to the above estimates not 
more than between 25,000 and 30,000 
shares of common:stock will remain un- 
deposited with the Pan-American Com- 
pany out of a total of 117,000 shares of 
common and 25,000 shares of preferred 
stock of the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
pany in the hands of the public previous 
to the offer of the Pan-American Com- 
pany, which controlled the greater part 
of Mexican Petroleum stock. Asked 
what would become of the stock not de- 

osited, Mr. Doheny said*he did not 

now. 

Just what action will be taken by the 
New York Stock Exchange in regurd to 
the undeposited stock was not made 
known yesterday.

The country’s iron output in October 
shows increase of 25 per cent. over the 
September figures. As compiled by the 
Iron Age, last month’s production 
amounted to 2,637,844 tons or 85,092 tons 
per day, as compared with 2,033,720 tons 
in September or 67,791 tons per day. 
The steel companies increased their out- 
put 12,200 tons, per day over the Sep- 


tember return, while the merchant fur- 
naces gained 5,100 tons per day; the 
largest increase in many months. 

The United States Steel Corporation 
increased its active furnaces last month 
by eix, the independent steel companies 
by fourteen, and the merchant furnaces 
by nine, a total increase of twenty-nine. 
According to the figures of the Iron 
Age, 218 furnaces were in blast on Nov. 
1, comparing with 189 on Oct. 1, with 
144 on Sept. 1, with 171 on Aug. 1 and 
with 192 on July 1, just before the re- 
duction in active capacity on account of 
fuel shortage became noticeable. The 
Iron Age remarks that more furnaces 
are now in bist than at any time since 
December, 1920.

‘SPIRITED ADVANCE 
IN COTTON PRICES 


December Quotation Crosses 26 
Cents-—— Mills Are Heavy 
Buyers of Staple. 


Cotton advanced a cent a pound yes- 
terday when the Census Department re- 
ported 8,139,000 bales ginned, thus con- 
firming the private estimate of 8,140,000 
which appeared last week. As the total 
seemed to cast doubt on the October 
guess of 10,135,000 bales by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the effect on both 
trade and speculative sentiment was 
pronounced. At times mill buying re- 
flected a semi-panicky condition in cer- 
tain directions, producing the most ex- 
cited trading of the season. Priees rose 
violently to nearly 2644 cents for Decem- 
ber. It was not until January crossed 26 
cents that the advance was halted, with 
a reaction of 30 points under a realizing 
movement at the close. Final prices were 
53 to 82 points over Monday. 

Orders which had accumulated over the 
holiday appeared to be almost entirely 
on the buying side. This produced a 
running advance in December on the 
call, starting at 25.50 cents and ending at 
25.80, a new high record for the season, 
A sufficient quantity of December con- 
tracts were for sale around 25% cents 
immediately following the opening to 
cause uncertainty for a time, but when 
sources outside the Exchange received 
census figures prices advanced with a 
rush, Instead of having to absorb blocks 
of December at even figures as hereto- 
fore, December shot through 26 cents 
and above 26% before any reaction de- 
veloped, January rose over 26 cents, the 
whole list showing an advance of about 
a cent here and 110 points in New Or- 
leans. In fact, New Orleans led the up- 
ward movement, less cotton being for 
sale than on any previous sharp gain 
this season. Action of New Orleans was 


taken to indicate that conditions in spot 
circles had undergone no radical change, 
despite an advance of nearly 6 cents 
since early October. Absence of pres- 
sure from spot quarters left both con- 
tract markets without a sufficient supply 
ef contracts to prevent a wild advance. 

Influence of the census report on gin- 
ning, which showed 1,177, bales for 
the fast period, compared with 1,150,000 
bales last year, was due to the per- 
pendicular falling off indicated, Last 
year's crop was approximately 8,000,000 
bales, exclusive of linters, and a 10,000,- 
(00-bale crop this year required a 25 per 
cent. increase in ginning. Heretofore 
reperts have maintained a fairly con- 
sistent ratio of 25 per cent. over last 
year. The reduction in amount of cot- 
ton passing through gina from Qct. 17 to 
Oct. 31 was jnterpreted as sustaining 
smaller crop views than those previously 
entertained. It was this comparison 
with last year and not the 7,508,000 

inned two years ago, when the crop 
urned out over 18,000,000 bales that 
produced the excited advance. 

The volume of business was not only 
the largest of the season, but as heavy 
as anythi witnessed in recent years. 
seth commission house and trade opera~ 
tions were en an enormous scale, The 
rapidity of fluctuations facilitated swap- 
ping business, so that in addition to new 
Cuying and realizing sales as well as 
hedge selling by the South, brokers had 
swapping orders between hear and dis- 
tant positions. The rise of about a cent 
in December contracts in Liverpool 
brought about large arbitrage trading 
between Liverpool and New York, while 
New Orleans traders operated between 
the two American markets on an exten- 
sive scale. 

Although a quantity of January ap- 
peared to be for sale around 26 cents, 
large buying orders at 26.85 prevented 
any substantial reaction until late in the 
session. Heavy realizing during the last 
five minutes brought a 20-point break, 
January selling from above 26 cents to 
25.80, filling all buying orders under the 
heaviest selling pressue of the day.

WASHINGTON, . Nov.  8.-—~Cotton 
ginned prior to Nov. 1 amounted to 
8,139,839 running bales, counting 143,086 
round bales as half bales, and jncluding 
13,835 bales of American Egyptian and 
8,077 bales of Sea Island, the Census 
Bureau announced today. 

To Nov. 1 last year, ginnings were 
6,646,354 running baies, counting 110,981 
round bales ag half bales, and including 


11,812 bales of American Egyptian and 
1,818 bales of Sea Island. 


The above figures show that 1,177,000 
bales of cotton were ginned in the two 
weeks ended Nov. 1, as compared with 
8,099,000 in the preceding fortnight and 
with 1,149,000 in the same two weeks of 
the short crop of 1921.

‘' Cribbing made fair to good progress 
in the Great Plains area and lower Mis- 
souri Valley, although there was some 
interruption b precipitation. The fields 
were too wet for gathering corn in west- 
ern Iowa, and considerable corn was 
blown down, while husking was largely 
suspended.” e

Here to Tell How to Con- 


trol One’s Will. 


SPEED WORSE THAN POISON 


Dr. LipInska to Show Way to Gulde 
Subconscious Self and Make 
Life Joyous. 


New Yorkers are soon to be told how 
to get at their subconscious selves and 
te teach their wills to go in the way in 
which they should go, as they teach 
their bodies to dance or to do gymnastic 
exercises. 

Dr, Melanie Lipinska, a Polish woman 
physician, who, though blind since she 
was 19, has ‘done an unconscionable 
@mount of work, is to tell in lectures 
how this can be done. She is a graduate 
ef the Academy of Medicine In Parts, 
where, encouraged by Dr. Dureau, libra- 


jan of the academy, whom she calls 
er intellectual father, she wrote a book 
on W é6men Doctors Through the 
Ages.’ She passed thirty-six medical 
examinations in Russia, and worked in 
#rance, Belgium, Poland, Finland and 
in England during the war, and now is 
commended by many well-known scien- 
tists, through whose influence she was 
enabled to enter America. 

Dr. Lipinska’s recommendations will 
be difficult for a modern generation to 
carry out, for she calls for silence to 
sive the subconscious a chance to come 
o the front at least once each day, and 
her special message to New Yorkers is: 
** Don’t hurry."’ 

“The state of continual hurry in which 
the people of New York seem to exist,” 
geld Dr. Lipinska, ‘‘ produces in the in- 
{vidual more deadly toxic poisons than 
any which have been discovered in the 
ages past. The excitement of hurry 
produces in the system volatile com- 
—- which are exceedingly dangerous. 
furry does not help us, it destroys our 
forces. Peace and calm give rise to 
conditions which make for mental and 
“ee aw force to give us the power of 

gaistance. They fill us with the joy 

fe and keep us optimistic. 


Auto-Suggestion Important. 


“Not enough consideration is given to 
mental hygiene. You cannot separate 
physical and mental hygiene. There is 
a very great interest in auto-suggestion 


in this country I think, and it is of the 

reatest importance. It will have great | 
nfluence in the development of char- 
acter and will power. Much has been! 
said of the use of auto-suggestion In | 
medicine, but it is a force which will! 
aid us in every condition of life; it will 
help us to accomplish our work. We | 
can develop our will power as we de-| 
velop the power of dancing with our} 
bodies, as we learn gymnastics, or how 
to play the piano. 

“This is not hypnotism, which is a 
dangerous thing and not approved by} 
the scientists of the world. It is not] 
right to place one’s self under the 
mental control of another. It is quite 
different to control ourselves by our 
own subconscious forces. To discover 
these we must have silence and contem- 
plation. Each individual should each 
day, in a period of silence, attempt to 
obtain mental and physical equilibrium, 
to obtain concentration of thought and} 
bring forth the subconscious forces In | 
these moments of peace and quietness | 
one can call upon the subconscious, ; 
‘these latent forces which we have never | 
known, inspirations which we have

can develop 
artistic in- 


tion and concentration 
our finer sentiments, 
clinations. 

‘In those moments we must keep out 
everything that is muddy and dusty 
from the mind. There are some lower 
instincts in every one, but we can not 
only develop the best that is in us.

conscious. Every one, especially after 
@ war, needs to study the hygiene of 
the mind.

he cure of seasickness by abstaining 
from the use of liquids. On a sea voyage 
she takes only such liquids as can be 
obtained from fruits and vegetables, and 
by absorption, through baths. 

Sir George Savage, Hyslop and Pro- 
fessor Mott were among the _ distin- 

uished men who stood back of her in 
zondon, presiding at her lectures on 
physiology, Dr. Lipinska says, and Pro- 
fessors T. de Lapersone, Morax, Valude, 
an eye specialist, and Charles Richet 
were among the distinguished Parisians 
who asked that she be allowed to enter 
this country.

Analysis of the educational qualifica- 


tions of the 250 nurses who have en- 


rolled for the correspondence course in 
public health nursing recently opened 
by the University and Bellevue Medical 
College in co-operation with the New 
York State Department of Health gives 


reason to believe that the general edu- 
eational level among the nurses of this 
State is higher than perhaps many had 
supposed, the department says. Nearly 
40 per cent. of these applicants have 
had a full four years’ course in high 
sthool; more than 4 per cent. have had 
at least two years in college, and less 
than 25 per cent. have not had two 
years in high school. 

More than 65 per cent. of this group 
are found to be graduates of training 
achools connected with hospitals of 
more than 100 beds and giving a train- 
ing of not less than two years. Less 
than 4 per cent. have had no hospital 
training. More than 380 per cent. are 

raduates of training schools giving at 
east two years’ practice, connected with 
smaller hospitals of less than 100 beds. 

If this group of nurses may be taken 
as typical, says the department, these 
figures would seem to indicate that the 
majority of nurses are capable of meas- 
uring up to the increasing demands 
which are being made upon them to 
qualify as teachers of health to the 
sublic at large. 

The plan of the correspondence course, 
#hich was developed at the suggestion 
of the State Commissioner of Health, 
is to introduce the nurse to the whole 
field of public health work in such a 
way that she will understand the perti- 

ent features of a State-wide pubuc 

ealth program. It is gratifying to see 
that the course is reaching those for 
whom it was planned, says the depart- 
ment, namely, graduate nurses already 
in the field of active practice of their 


profession, especially in the rural parts 


of the State. 

Out of the first 200 nurses who en- 
rolled, 34 per cent. were employed in 
rural districts or in villages of not more 
than 2,500 inhabitants.

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THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Wednesday night 
a disturbance of moderate intensity was cen- 
tral off the Southern New England Coast 
and moving rapidly northeastward. It has 
been attended by unsettled weather and rains 
in New England, New York, Pennsylvania 
and the region of the Great Lakes and snow 
near Lake Superior.
